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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15, 17-21, and 23-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose the device of claim 1 , in particular the additional 
limitation (amended from the previous claim 22) that the polarization rotator has the 
particular range of values 175" < |y| < 180°. Claim 1 is therefore allowed, as are claims 
2-15, 23, and 24, which depend on it. 

Similarly, the prior art does not disclose the device of claims 17-21 , 33, and 34, in 
particular the additional limitation that the polarization rotator has the particular range of 
values 175° < |y| < 180°. Claims 17-21, 33, and 34 are therefore allowed. 

The prior art does not disclose the device of claim 25, in particular a parallax 
banier comprising the polarization rotator recited in the original claim 1 . The nearest 
prior art, Morishina, was discussed in the Office Action of 5 October 2004. Claim 25 is 
therefore allowed, as are its dependent claims 26-32.
